About sis mouths ago, Mr, Salomon JJarknn, Di¬ 
rect 0* of Rfcve*tth Cor the Textile Worker* Union of 
America, ■wrote an article a pact oE which read as 
Hows - 

Tl'ic- one factor which has caused tlw greatest 
number of busrncs.v’, failures with the most devas¬ 
tating results has Iktu (hr sharp differences in 
wages between tin: northern and .--onthem clis- 
triets in particular. and hetwtHi the rural and 
urban areas.” 

In pointing out the great handicaps which exist for 
mills in list- North, Me. Hark in has said w*rtt many 
other jxriiplc have known for a long time. It must sjill 
realized that these difficulties njust Ijo overcome in 
some way if Northern mills are to say i n Inisinfes. 

Let's look at it this way. Any cotton textile mill, 
whether it is in ihe North or in the South, has to use 
certain products, a certain amount of labor, a certain 
amount of floor space. heat, light. and incidental 
things oi this nature in making cotton goods. The 
use t>f these things ran t vary much either in the 
orth nr in the South. In making a yard of sh^ting, 
there is just about the same anK>uti! of cotton, power, 
space aihl lal x*t resumed in the South as there is in 
lh« North. And, of course, this yard of sheeting that 
made, either in the North or in the South, is going

From this jxiint is is not hard to see that whatever 
mill tan neaxe this sheeting at the Lowest price is 
going to get in ore orders for this same sheeting. Hlic 
if one mill can't sd! this sheeting at the lowest price 
and sii|] sujyjmrt the mill where it is made, then (bis 
mill can't stav in business. On the other hand, if one 
mill can make it at a lower price, this mill is going 
to gel the business. and this null La going (O keep 
running. 

In making cotton goods such as sheeting, about 
43% of the total psst af producing it is required to 
buy raw cotton. Because the prjre of cdttdfi is, on 
the average, the same for mills all over the country, 
mills in ihe South anti in the North will have to pay 
alxjut the same price for this cotton. If there i> any 
difference in the cost of the cotton to the mills, it 
would rend to-1* higher for the Northern malls be¬ 
cause the freight costs to get it up North are higher 
ihan to deliver it to a mill in the South. 

Another important cost of making cntion goods is 
in the genera! es]>en-^ of running the mill. This 
amounts to 1 of the total OMt, and includes such 
expenses as taxes, insurance, light, beat, power, keep¬ 
ing the buildings painted, replacing old machinery, 
and other thtngs of this sort. Here again, this general 
mill expL-nse is just alxmt the same for a nnll in the 
North a?, it is for a mill in the South, And here abo, 
if there is any difference, if probably would make 
costs higher for Northern mill* Largely because tbc> 
buddings and equipment are older anti therefore cost 
livire tn krep in oundilicMt. 

A third major expense in making cotton textiles is 
the cost of finishing. This amounts to 7% of the 
tueaE. Thb text must l>c about the same for the 
blewhery in ihe North as st U in the South, Eor 
likaching procesws and materials are practically tW 
sauw everywhere, and expenses vary little front one 
bleacherv to -another, regardless of where it is located.

Centric Air Machines Put in Service 

The type of blankets bemR woven must 1* 
iVnni all impurities ; that Is, dust, cotton leaf particles 
or any foreign substance. In order to ib this it was 
nccewrv to get the latent type of machine equipment 
ia [he Opening Room. A Centrif-Air machine 
purchased and operated so satisfactorily that n *c«md 
was bought. 

While the cotton is l*ing whirled aNsitt by a tum- 
eontal beater, air is blown through it to dislodge any 
foreign substance. Not only doe* ibis rnachme clean 
the cotton but duffs it Bp no the original bloom state 
insuring a letter quality product.

Practically all the bricks were used in the emt- 
structinn of the storehouse, which was started m 
July 1910. 

The Laconia ContpUiy had two hoarding houses 
hut unfortunately we lack informflicm on these.
